1 1 . (Currently Amended). A device for deterring pets from scratching fabric of home 

2 furnishings comprising: 

3 a generally planar transfer sheet mado of a first material ; 

4 a plurality of rectangular strips, each of the strips having a length substantially greater 

5 than its width, the strips being arranged side-by-side on the transfer sheet, each of the strips 

6 having first and second adhesive surfaces on opposite sides, each of the strips being releasably 

7 adhered to the transfer sheet on the first adhesive surface; 

8 a plurality of release layers , oaoh of tho roloaso layoro mode of a oooond material difiFor e nt 



9 than tho first material, each of smd the release layers being completely bisected along an axis 

1 0 parallel to the length of the strip and each of the release layers having a length substantially the 

1 1 same as the length of each of the strips, each of 9«d the release layers releasably adhered on said 

12 the second adhesive surface of the strips; 



1 3 wherein the strips are adapted to be removed from the transfer sheet and releasably 

14 adhered to the home fixmishing on the first adhesive surface, and the release layers are adapted to 

1 5 be removed from the second adhesive surface revealing the second adhesive surfaceiand 

16 wherein the first and second adhesive surfaces are formulated from an invisible adhesive 

17 of sufficient strength to cause an unpleasant stick ing sensation to pets. 

1 2. (Currently Amended). The device of claim 1 wherein said strips are uniformly 

2 spaced apart from one another by gaps on the transfer sheet that are parallel to the length of the 

3 strips and are of sufficient width to provide an indication of an edge of the pluralitv of strips and

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4 the bisection of the plurality of strips allow lomoval of the otripp without bonding of tho transf e r 

5 sheet to facilitate removal of the strips from the transfer sheet.

2 side margin indicator means for preventing c onfusion between a bisection cut in each release

2 rectangular and corrugated plasti cd ovioo fiirthor includoo a cut in oaoh of said roloaoo layers 

3 oxtonding along said lengths of said roloaso layoro, which splits said roloaso layers Icngthwioo to 

4 facilitate removal of said roloaso layers from said strips tho transfer shoot is rigid .

2 comprising: 

3 a transfer sh ee t ; 

4 a strip having a first adhesive surface and a oocond adhooivo surface , the strip being fairiv 

5 rigid, rectangular and corrugated plastic, the strip releasably adhered to tho tronofor sheet a 

6 release laver on the first adhesive surface; and, 
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7 a roloaso layer ha\ing oubotontiolly looo rigidity than tho tranofor ohoot adhorod on the 

8 second adhooivo ourface, wherein the release layer includes a cut which divides the release layer 

9 into at least two egu^ portions, allowing removal of the portions without substantial bending of 
10 the tranofor oho e t sMp.

5 width of e ach of tho otripo .

2 arranged side by sid e on tho transf e r she e t . 

1 10. (Currently Amended). The device of claim 7 wherein the first adhesive surface 

2 and tho oocond adhesive surfaoo ar e is formulated from a water soluble and transparent adhesive. 



1 11. (Original). The device ofclaim 7 wherein the cut splits the release layer 

2 lengthwise. 

1 12. (Currently Amended). The device of claim 7 whoroin tho out splits tho rel e ase 

2 Inyor ornnr . win e farther comprising a base sheet affixed to the strip an d an indicator means 

3 adjacent the base sheet for indicating the difference between the cut and a margin of the strip.

2 the same length as the transfer sheet release layer.

2 base sheet surrounded bv indicator gaps which reveal t h e base sheet of subotontially loso width
